A very small offence may be a just

SHOWS HOW AUTO DRIVERS CAN HELP 


PRESERVE HIGHWAY BY BEING CAREFUL 


"Drivers can do as much, almost, for 
the maintenance of good roads as high- 
way engineers," declares Alfred ,-F. 
Masury, .chief engineer of the Interna- 
tional Motor company, manufacturer, of 
Mack trucks. 


"Did 
you ever notice," asked Mr. 
Masury, in going up a hill, particularly 
one paved with asphaltic concrete, that 
the surface on the right hand side of 
the road is wavy and rough, while on 
the left hand side is smooth? 


'•'Well-, the reason is this: The extra 
traction required to climb the hill wears 
and tears the - surface, • while there is 
little or no traction down hill. 
. "Another thing, the-right hand track 
of the Toad in either, direction is the 
one which is worn most. 
This is .be- 
cause of th'e arched surface of the road 
•which- throws'.'the greater weight; and 
strain..on the right ..hand side of the 


vehicle and - consequently 
the 
right 
hand side of the roadway. Truck build- 
ers and wagon makers have even ad- 
justed,., their axles and springs so as 
to -wittistand the greater strain on the 
right hand side of the vehicle. 
"The custom of arching the roadways 
was formed in the early days of road 
making when dirt and porous-surfaced 
roads were the ones mostly hx use, and 
it- was necessary to give sufficient 
pitch to the surface of tlie roadway to 
drain off the water and prevent it 
from penetrating the surface of the 
road to soften and weaken the road- 
bed. 
With modern watertight sur- 


faces, the. necessity for arched roads 
does not exist and engineers are de- 
signing roads with, very slight pitch. 
"Drivers can prevent wear to the 
surface -of -the roads and :even improve 
their -conditions, if instead of driving

How- to amuse children is one of the 
problems which every, mother must 
face. 
The little ones so often become 
restless and want some new form of 
amusement. Simple games are well to 
keep a child amused and they should 
be taught to play with one another.

If A was given 
m the morning substitute a well cooked 
vegetable of some kind. 


The desert c.m consist of junket 
stewed prunes or a well baked banana. 
Supper may be of some cream soup or 
a bean soup 01 diced potatoes well 
cooked with an ess sauce. 
Ginger 
cookies, bread and butter sandwiches 
and a glass of rmlk would be good. 
An egg a day is about all that child's 
system can hancllf and a child of three 
or four should h,u-e at least a pint of 
milk a day and more if it will "take it.
